The blackest part 
of the plot, the dispatch asserts, was tho 
intention of the agents of tho Chartered 
South African company to set loose the 
savages to invade the Transvaal from all 
points, nud to kill every white man.

erected on the lines of the route, and tho 
points had been fixed. The object was to 
destroy Pretoria and to present Enirhmd 
with a fait accompli before any interfer- 
ence could reach them. Sketches of Pre- 
toria and of the Kami, made by military 
men, have, it is said, been seized. 


Tills story is denounced in London as a 


gross exaggeration, and it is regarded as 
being intended to prejudice the South 
African company in the negotiations it is 
making. 


A dispatch received by the Chartered 


South African company from .Buluwayo 
announces that the ontcomo of a mass 
meeting of the English colony, bankers 
and merchants there, was the declaration 
of a unanimous decision to obey the im- 
perial government. The public, it was 
assarted, was fully under control. 


Hitter Feeling: Kelaxiiig;,.

day's papers, say that there is distinctly
